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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's amendment, which was received by the Office 
on September 12, 2006. 

2. Claims 3, 4, 7, and 10 are canceled. Claims 12-16 have been added. Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 8, 
9, and 1 1 - 1 6 are active and pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. In view of applicant's claim cancellations (claims 7 and 10) and submission of a 37 CFR 
1.131 affidavit w/evidence, the Examiner is withdrawing the 35 U.S.C 102 rejections based upon 
the Teller et al (US 2002/00 195 86- A 1), Combs et al (US 5,957,861), and Warkentin et al (US 
6,471,645) references, which were made against claims 1, 2, 6, 7, and 9-11 in the last Office 
action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 8, 9, and 1 1-16 are allowed. 



Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 
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The Bergelson et al (US 5,467,773), Bui et al (US 6,398,727), and Webb et al (US 
6,599,250) patents all recite systems including wired/wireless communications among a patient 
device, a home monitor, and a remote station. Unlike applicant's device, none of these permits 
the input of lifestyle information, food data, or patient health information by manual entry, in the 
manner claimed by the applicant.
